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CUT-BACKS 


TOUGH financial chal¬ 
lenges and a massive tight¬ 
ening of the borough’s budg¬ 
et belt is on the cards for the 
New Year. 

The warning conies after the annual 
grant settlement made to it from the 
Government came in well below the 
rate of inflation. 

It backs up Yourashford’s exclusive 
story two months ago warning of 
slashes to vital services. 

But council chiefs say they are 
determined to try and protect the bor- 
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ough’s council tax payers from stump¬ 
ing up the shortfall. 

The Revenue Support Grant that 
makes up 60 per cent of the of the 
council’s budget will only increase by 
1.3 per cent next year; significantly 
below the rate of inflation. 

And council finance officers say that 
the cash shortfall could be as much as 
£624,000. 

Council chiefs have identified sever¬ 
al areas putting budgets under partic¬ 
ular financial pressure. They include 


the expansion of free bus travel for the 
over 60s, rising pension costs to its 
staff and the operating subsidy to the 
Ashford Leisure Trust, which includes 
the newly opened Stour Centre. 

In addition to the Whitehall funding 
reduction, the council has also criti¬ 
cised the government for failing to 
take account of the growing popula¬ 
tion of the area. 

They also say that because of a 
downturn in house building the coun¬ 
cil will not be collecting as much coun¬ 
cil tax income as had been expected.

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THE town has been given 
an early Christmas present 
in the form of a £22 million 
hand-out from central 
government. 

The cash grant has been awarded 
to help boost economic development 
in the town and was secured by the 
council’s regeneration arm, Ashford’s 
Future. 

To be paid out over the next three 
years, projects under consideration 
include new roads, environmental 
improvements to the town centre and 
possibly a new multi-storey car park. 

Discussions as to exactly where the 
money should be spent will get 
underway on Thursday, when 
Ashford’s Future stages its next 
board meeting. 

News of the cash boost has been 
warmly welcomed as a vital step in 
enhancing the essential infrastruc¬ 
ture projects to support the town’s 
growth plans. 

Paul Clokie, chairman of Ashford’s 
Future and leader of the council, 
said: “The Ashford’s Future board 
made a compelling case for 
Government support and showed we 
have a clear way forward for the 
growth of Ashford. 

(t We are pleased the Government 
has listened to our representations 
and plans to pay the money over as 
a ‘block grant’ rather than on a 
project-by-project basis. 

“This will give the board the oppor¬ 
tunity to allocate funding to those 
projects and infrastructure most 
likely to stimulate and enable hous¬ 
ing growth and new jobs.” 

The grant from the Department of 
Communities and Local 
Government is given to areas such 
as Ashford that have been targeted 
for growth by the Government. 

One of the projects the money could 
potentially be spent on is the Victoria

Way Road - a new road south of the 
railway line designed to link Leacon 
Road with the existing Victoria Road. 
The road is part of the regeneration 
plans for the area which include the 
new learning campus. 

Council spokesman Dean Spurrell 
said: “These projects are the ones the 
board is more likely to be spending 
the money on. They are designed to 
help economic development.” 

Last week local MP Damian Green 
highlighted to Yourashford the 
problems associated with the town’s 
growth, when it came to the 
provision of vital services such as 
health and education. 

Mr Clokie said: “It is essential that 
housing growth relates closely to the 
timely provision of essential services 
and amenities. It’s about ensuring 
that the community as a whole is 
supported by the right infrastructure 
- transport, education, healthcare 
and green spaces. This funding sup¬ 
port also demonstrates the 
Government’s continued commit¬ 
ment to Ashford as a growth area.”

Leader of the council, Paul Clokie, 
said: “There is no doubt that these 
factors contribute to a very difficult 
financial situation for the council and 
we face some tough decisions. 

“Councils have known for some 
time the grant increase was likely to 
be the worst settlement for a decade. 

“In real terms, this settlement 
means a reduction in funding at a 
time when costs for delivering servic¬ 
es and public expectations are rising. 

“The cost of the concessionary fares 
scheme is potentially a huge problem 
for many local authorities and I have 
outlined our deep concerns in a letter 
to the minister for local government. 

“However, Ashford council has an 
excellent track record of facing up to 
tough financial challenges. We cur¬ 
rently charge the lowest level of coun¬ 
cil tax of all the districts in Kent, 
which shows that taxpayers in the 
borough are getting excellent value for 
money. That situation is likely to con¬ 
tinue, but it will not be an easy task. 

“Accordingly, the council will main¬ 
tain its focus on its commitment to 
taxpayers and while the challenge is 
a stiff one, officers and members are 
in the process of working together to 
identify measures to balance next 
year’s budget. In particular we are 
focusing on where we can be more 
efficient, innovative and economical 
in our operations.” 

At a recent meeting of the executive 
committee the council decided to 
implement several policies to save 
money including a freeze on new 
recruitment. It has also implemented 
an efficiency plan which it hopes will 
save £654,900. 

The final budget proposals will be 
finalised in February next year.

Residents angry 
at choice of land 
for eco-friendly 
development

PIONEERING plans to build 19 
eco-friendly homes - coined the 
Green Dream in Bybrook - have 
become a nightmare, local resi¬ 
dents have claimed. 

Council chiefs hope a patch of land on the 
comer of Beecholme Drive and Grasmere 
Road will be transformed by the £3 million 
project which will see 13 homes and six flats 
built, boasting a zero carbon footprint. 

Those behind the project say the ground¬ 
breaking scheme would provide affordable 
housing for local people and enhance the envi¬ 
ronment. Rents would be about £80 a week. 

But residents say the proposals have been 
built on false information. 

They say the council agreed to provide the 
land to developers after a report claimed the 
site was used for dumping rubbish and aban¬ 
doned cars. Neighbours say it is a tidy spot 
where children play football and they want it 
to remain a games area.

Plans for the controversial development 
were put on public display by the Hyde 
Housing Association on Friday. 

Patricia Boorman, chair of the Kennington 
Forum, said: “Papers prepared for the meeting 
described the area as ‘currently poor grade 
open space which housing managers report is 
regularly used for dumping mbbish and occa¬ 
sionally abandoned cars’. This description was 
not recognised by residents who consider it to 
be a tidy, pleasant area.” 

Fomm secretary Sandra Dunn said: “Eco 
homes are a laudable idea, but we are con¬ 
cerned that the density is much too high, and 
in the wrong place. Surely residents are enti¬ 
tled to a small patch of land near their homes 
for their children to play on? Especially as it 
has been used for some time and everyone is 


happy with it continuing. 

“Bybrook and Bockhangar already has less 
than half the recommended amount of open 
space and this might be contributing to an 
increase in anti-social behaviour. Police say 
the area is becoming the worst in Ashford. 

“Council leader Paul Clokie told us no other 
site was available, yet a 19-hectare develop¬ 
ment is proposed on the old police college site 
at Grosvenor Hall which could easily accom¬ 
modate the eco homes.” 

The Forum is seeking support from Ashford 
MP Damian Green. 

Cllr Michael Claughton, who was at last 
weekend’s public consultation in St Mary’s 
Church Centre, Rylands Road, said: “The over¬ 
whelming opinion seems to be that this is a 
totally inappropriate site.” 


The development is subject to full council 
agreement, planning approval and a grant 
from the Housing Corporation. As the land is 
being disposed of for ‘nil consideration’ the 
final decision has to be approved by Hazel 
Blears, secretary of state for communities and 
local government. If planning permission is 
granted, work could start in autumn next year 
and be completed in spring 2009. 

Hyde is investing £2.1 million into the proj¬ 
ect and has guaranteed the scheme will be 
zero-carbon and achieve the Government’s 
new code for sustainable homes level four 
standard. Hyde hopes to achieve level six. 
There are currently no other level four afford¬ 
able housing schemes anywhere in the south 
east, while a level six scheme would be unique 
in the UK. 


Three post 
offices set 
to close 


Take care with 
your MP3 player 
warns centre 


THREE post offices in Ashford are 
to close as part of the restructuring 
process in Kent. 

The three branches are in Beaver 
Road, Gladstone Road in 
Willesborough and a branch in 
Hythe Road. 

Mr Chadha from the South 
Willesborough branch said: “I am 
very disappointed that this is the 
outcome but the shop will continue 
to trade. 

“We used to get people collecting 
their pensions here but I have sep¬ 
arate customers using the post 
office and those using the shop.” 

A total of 56 post offices will close 
across Kent. 

Only two offices have been 
reprieved after the six week consul¬ 
tation process although two more 
have been added to the list. 

Gary Herbert network develop¬ 
ment manager for Kent said: 
“These are difficult decisions which 
have not been taken lightly. 

‘We have considered very care¬ 
fully all the comments made dur¬ 
ing the public consultation.” 

Ashford MP Damian Green 
described the process as a charade. 


PARENTS dashing out to snap up 
the latest MP3 music players for 
their children are being warned 
about the possible dangers such 
devices could cause to their hearing. 

The caution comes from the 
Hearcare centre at Ashford’s 
Specsavers store in County Square. 

Karen Perry the audiologist at the 
store said: “An MP3 player is a great 
present at Christmas, however, pro¬ 
longed use at high levels can present 
a real threat to your future hearing.” 

According to the World Health 
Organisation, listening to earphones 
at 85 decibels for over an hour 
at a time can damage hearing 
irreparably. 

A national survey carried out by 
Deafness Research UK and 
Specsavers Hearing Centres, found 
that 14 per cent of people spend up 
to 28 hours a week listening to their 
personal music player. 


They warn that an MP3 player on 
top volume can measure 112 deci¬ 
bels and beyond. 

Although some MP3 players - 
such as Apple’s market leading iPods 
- have limits on the sound levels 
in order to not contravene EU 
regulations. 

Mrs Perry said: “If parents buy one 
for their children, it is advisable 
that they take the time to supervise 
use and ensure they listen to it at 
a safe level, for reasonably short 
periods of time.” 

She added: “If you can hear sound 
from the headphones a metre away, 
it is definitely too loud. Ensure 
you have a listening break of at least 
five minutes for every hour or use 
speakers instead of earphones. 

“Some MP3 players have a noise 
safety level displayed on the 
machine, so look out for this when 
you buy.”

Officers said the highly-organised thieves 
were likely to be working in groups to steal 
metals with a high scrap value. 

In recent weeks copper piping and plumb¬ 
ing materials as well as lead tiles have been 
ripped off the roofs of schools, churches, 
houses and commercial buildings. 

Strategic crime Chief Supt John Molloy 
said: “Be vigilant contact us with any infor¬ 
mation they have about any type of metal 
thefts.”

Review will try to revive town centre stalls 


Were in 
the market 

for change 


A MAJOR review of the borough’s 
two main markets is underway 
in a bid to boost their flagging 
fortunes. 

The council says it is determined to ensure 
the traditional market places in the town and 
Tenterden remain vibrant and viable. 

One suggestion involves moving Ashford’s 
main market to one central point in the High 
Street - and reducing the number of days the 
market operates. 

Meetings between council officials, stallhold¬ 
ers and town centre representatives will take 
place, with talks including discussing the option 
of employing a market operator to mn both. 

Neil Bell, portfolio holder for environmental 
services at Ashford council said: ‘With rising 
costs and a decline in the Ashford market we 
need to look at ways of revitalising the market 
and ensuring its viability for the future. 

‘We can assure people nothing is written in 
stone and we welcome the views of current 
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stall holders and the Town Centre 
Partnership. 

“There are currently no plans to alter the oper¬ 
ation of Tenterden’s market which is starting to 
thrive and is already a vibrant place to be.” 

Viv Kenny, from the Ashford Town Centre 
Partnership, has welcomed the review and 
believes it could breathe new life into the town. 

Improving 

She told Yourashford: “Our view is Ashford is 
an historic market town and should be pre¬ 
served as such. However, if it is not working as 
it should at the moment then we need to look 
into ways of making it work. 

‘We want to see ways in which it can be 
upgraded and expanded. Having had public 
meetings with local businesses I believe one 
way of improving the market would be to 
move it to the Lower High Street.

“There you have a much bigger area to cre¬ 
ate a bigger space. 

“It might be possible to have a market 
canopy or market space. We could have a cov¬ 
ered area for bands or seating. We could even 
have concerts and events in the evening.

Ice cream firm 
scoops tasty 
national award 


AN ICE cream company which 
employs just one member of staff 
has whipped up a sensation after 
beating off stiff competition from 
across the UK to land a top food 
award. 

Simply Ice Cream, which is based in 
Bonnington, near Aldington, scooped the 
local food category at the Quality Food 
Awards, held recently at the Battersea 
Evolution centre in London, which is 
designed to ‘reward excellence in the food 
industry’. 

The ice cream firm’s chief, Sally Newall, 
who only started the business two-and-a- 
half-years ago, has already had to turn down 
the advances of major supermarkets looking 
to snap up her range. 

She told Yourashford: “It was a bit daunt¬ 
ing as there were more than 800 people 
there. 

“They thought it highly amusing that I 
only had one member of staff because they 
are used to dealing with thousands. I think it 
is good that a small company can compete 
with products from the large ones.” 

The businesswoman began the firm after 
feedback from clients who used her outside 
catering company. 

She said: “We did catering for weddings 
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and other private functions. We used to make 
our own ice cream for the events and people 
used to love it so much that they thought we 
must have bought it in. 

“Two years ago we decided to test the water 
and see if we could start manufacturing it for 
local shops and farmers markets.” 

Now the range is sold at markets across 
the county and in London. 

Mrs Newall said: ‘We only use natural 
ingredients; there are no preservatives or 
additives in it. It is a very indulgent product. 
We use lots of double cream in the recipe. 

‘We source as many of the ingredients 
locally if we can. For example, this year we 
have used local strawberries and blackcur¬ 
rants.” 

Another Ashford firm was involved in the 
ice cream’s success. Tangerinemoon based in 
Charing was praised for its design of the 
slick packaging. The judges said it was “clean 
bright and classy”. 

Mrs Newall has been approached by some 
major supermarkets but says she is careful 
about losing control of her product: “The 
trouble when big supermarkets get involved 
is that they have difficulty in getting round 
the concept of what local produce means and 
how it is produced.”

Prison overcrowding 
keeps couple out of jail 

A JUDGE has claimed prison overcrowding 
prevented him from sending a couple to jail. 

Christopher and Susan Thwaites, of Allen 
Field in Ashford, were found guilty of fraudu¬ 
lently claiming nearly £8,000 of housing, coun¬ 
cil tax and income support benefits. 

During the trial it was revealed that Mrs 
Thwaites had claimed more than £6,000 of 
benefits between December 2003 and January 
2006, despite living with Mr Thwaites who 
was being employed as a carpet fitter. He had 
claimed more than £2,000 of income support 
which he was not entitled to. 

The two were sentenced at Maidstone 
Crown court on December 6. 

Suspended 

Judge Statman sentencing the couple said: “I 
have no doubt the offences pass the custody 
threshold. The gravity of the offences is such 
that you have taken monies that you were not 
entitled to, therefore there was less for other 
legitimate claimants. 

“The offences warrant an immediate prison 
sentence, however given the current state of 
the prison population there is no useful pur¬ 
pose in sending you to jail. Therefore I will 
issue a suspended sentence order.” 

Mrs Thwaites was sentenced to six months 
imprisonment for each of the offences to run 
concurrently, suspended for 12 months. 

Mr Thwaites was sentenced to two months 
imprisonment, suspended for 12 months, 
and ordered to carry out 80 hours community 
service.

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Loity lenses 
to prevent 
side-swiping

MOVES to reduce the problem 
of foreign lorries blind-siding 7 motor¬ 
ists on the county’s major highways 
are now in place, following Govern¬ 
ment action to hand out stick-on safe¬ 
ty lenses to help drivers see when 
overtaking. 

The threat to the county’s drivers is most 
intense on the M20, M2 and A2, where the 
high-sided trucks come from the Continent 
and pass through to other parts of the UK. 

It comes from the juggernauts having 
the steering side on the left, which means the 
driver can fail to see cars when pulling out to 
overtake - sometimes with fatal results to 
unwary motorists. 

Scheme 

In 2006, Kent police figures taking into 
account the M20, M2, M25, M26, A2 and A20 
showed 45 instances of accidents where death 
or injrny occurred involving Continental trucks. 

A pilot scheme has seen the special lenses - 
given out at ports in both Kent and across the 
Channel - reduce the rate of accidents by 59 
per cent in recent months. 

Now a further 90,000 of the devices are to 
be given out in a bid to reduce instances 
even further. 

They come complete with instructions in 


English, French, German, Spanish, Polish 
and Dutch, and adhere to the passenger side 
window to widen the driver’s field of vision 
and cut out the dangerous blind spot. 

The so called ‘Fresnel lenses’ are small 
wafer-thin sheets of flexible plastic - about 10 
inches by 12 inches - with a moulded optical 
lens that sticks to flat glass. 

A Transport Department spokesman said: 
“Nine per cent of all HGVs in accidents 
are foreign-registered. Of these 1,117 HGVs, 
982 were left-hand drive and weighed more 
than 7.5 tonnes. 

“Some 409 foreign-registered left-hand drive 
HGVs were changing lane to the right at the 
time of the accident and 14 were changing 
lane to the left.” 

Speaking ahead of a visit to the Channel 
Tunnel Lorry Park in at Ashford, Road Safety 
Minister Jim Fitzpatrick said: “Side-swiping is 
an issue we are determined to tackle. 

“It’s important all truckers, whether from 
Britain or overseas, are able use our roads 
safely. 

“However, many drivers here don’t realise 
that left-hand drive lorries can’t easily see 
a car overtaking them on the right, such as 
on a motorway.” 

“This has resulted in more than 400 side¬ 
swipe incidents in 2006 alone. As well as being 
dangerous, these incidents cause delays and 
congestion.” 

Officials at the Department for Transport 
said all trucks had a blind spot alongside 
the cab on their passenger side, which can

cause cars alongside to disappear from the 
driver’s view. 

A spokesman said: “This is a particular 
problem for left-hand drive trucks operating 
in the UK, when they change lanes to over¬ 
take. The lenses offer drivers of left-hand 
drive vehicles a wider field of vision through 
the passenger window.” 

The trial was conducted by the Highways 
Agency, the Vehicle and Operator Services 
Agency and the Immigration Service. 

A total of 40,000 stick-on Fresnel lenses 
were distributed free of charge at three 
French ports to drivers of left-hand drive 
lorries coming to the UK. 


Pfizer celebrates 
HIV drug with 
£25,000 fund 

TO celebrate the launch of its ground¬ 
breaking new HIV medicine, Pfizer has set 
up a £25,000 fund to help community 
groups across the county. 

Maraviroc is the latest drug to be discov¬ 
ered and developed by the pharmaceutical 
giant’s research and development scientists 
based at Sandwich. 

The first new oral class of HIV medicines 
in the last decade has been granted regu¬ 
latory approval in Europe and the US, and 
will go on the market under the trademark 
name Celsentriq. 

To mark the breakthrough, Pfizer aims to 
support 25 Kent-based community projects 
improving health and the wellbeing of 
people across the county. 

Each accepted project will receive £1,000 
to spend on computer hardware or software. 

Pfizer teams have raised the money for 
the Computers for the Community Fund 
by recycling IT equipment no longer need¬ 
ed at its Sandwich R&D centre. 

Discovery 

Dr Annette Doherty, the plant’s research 
and site leader, said: “At Pfizer we understand 
the value of technology and its importance in 
advancing medical research to deliver new, 
innovative medicines for patients. 

“It is the expertise of our world-class sci¬ 
entists taking advantage of the capabilities 
of IT that led to the discovery of maraviroc. 

“Lack of IT resources, however, can pose a 
stumbling block for many organisations. 
That’s why we’re offering to help 25 Kent 
not-for-profit projects by funding new IT 
equipment.” 

She added: “Pfizer plays an active part in 
communities across the county and we 
want to celebrate our success in developing 
the new medicine by giving practical sup¬ 
port to local projects that share our passion 
for improving health and wellbeing.” 

To apply for the fund organisations will 
need to demonstrate they are based in 
Kent and delivering projects in the county, 
operating as not-for-profit, and aiming to 
improve health and wellbeing.

THIS week it was announced that 
three post offices will be closing in the 
town as part of nationwide cut-backs. 

We had the usual outraged comments from 
prominent members of the community about how 
this was the end postal service as we know it. 

Local MPs jumped on the bandwagon, con¬ 
demning the announcement knowing that the 
easiest way to impress your constituents is to 
criticise an unpopular decision, especially 
when they can be safe in the knowledge that 
they can do nothing to change it. 

It is a shame to see an end to the local post 
office but I’m not sure I will miss them myself. 

Most of us have queued in an endless line of 
cantankerous OAPs as they complain about 
how things are “not like what they used to be” 
and smelling of the cat. And the service has 
never exactly been customer centred, to use 
the modern management jargon. 

The number of times I have walked up to the 
counter to renew my tax disc to receive that 
contemptuous look from the cashier as I pro¬ 
duce my MOT and insurance certificates. 


Why do I always feel like an escaped POW in 
some 50s war movie, who if he makes one 
wrong move, will immediately be taken round 
the back and shot? “For you Tommy, driving 
the Vauxhall Corsa is over.” 

I’m afraid the local post office is a thing of 
the past, but we only have ourselves to blame. 
The modern technology that we love so much 
is bringing an end to the world of funny tast¬ 
ing stamps and brown coloured paper. 

The march of technology means we don’t 
have to go out of the house. When people say 
the loss of a post office means the loss of their 
community they have a point. 

We are becoming increasingly isolated in a 
virtual world and avoiding the real one. 

And let’s face it it’s easy for things to get that 
way. Most mornings it’s a struggle to get out of 
the bed in the morning. Why wander out into 
the wet cold world to post a letter if you can 
stay snug and warm in the front of your com¬ 
puter and dash off an email? 

But I’m not sure it is good for the human 
condition. When it gets to the stage when it is 
easier interact to with your chat room friends 


than your local shopkeeper, we are in trouble. 

I can’t help thinking the next generation of 
kids will be holding virtual birthday parties 
where they all sit in front of a screen and play 
virtual musical chairs and get a goody bags 
delivered by E-courier with a piece of cake and 
a Curly Wurly which doubles as an iPod. 

Will all this mean that one day we all end up 
wired to some central computer main frame 
like something out of the Matrix? Twitching 
conversation to one another by thought alone. 

Anthropologists have spent years studying 
complex tribal groups to see the countless ways 
human beings interact. 

It seems the more advanced we get, the 
further from being comfortable with each 
other we become. 

Perhaps standing in a queue with people we 
don’t really want to be with is good for us.

JILL 
ARCHER 


The manager of 
Goldrush Jewellers 
in Lower High 
Street discusses 
her job and life in 
the town. 



How long has the shop been here? 

We have been here about two-and-a-half years. As 
well as selling jewellery, we make items for clients and 
do alterations. 

We also offer a pawnbroking service. The most 
popular things people like to buy at the moment 
are Belcher chains which are big, heavy nine-carat 
gold chains. 

What do you think of the town? 

I originally come from Ashford. I used to live in St 
Stephen's Walk, so I know it pretty well. 

I don't know why they bothered doing the ring 
road because they did the same thing in Chatham and 
it killed off the trade in the town. The roads were up 
for six months. It now takes me 45 minutes to get 
round the ring road to drop my four-year-old daugh¬ 
ter off at the nursery. 

Hopefully the new development in the town centre 
will help, but they must have a good park and ride 
service like Maidstone. 

What else could they do to improve the town? 

I think it would be good if the whole of the market 
was moved to the Lower High Street. I think there 
is more space there and it would be better in one 
place. 

As it is coming up to Christmas we are getting a 
lot of people coming in to pawn their jewellery. Our 
rates are based just on the weight of an item. 

For example, for a two-ounce gold bracelet we 
would lend £180 and you would pay seven per cent 
interest every month while we have it. The normal 
term is six months.

The mighty moneymaking 
machine, Rank Gaming, has the 
power and where-with-all to do 
just about anything it wants 
and will either move or stay 
put as it sees fit. It certainly 
won’t be due to influence by our 
campaign. 

Either way, at least we could 
then have our Odeon back and in 
turn bring life back to our ailing 
High Street. I have asked Rank 
Gaming what its plans are for 
bingo in our town but it remains 
tight-lipped on the subject. 

Should the Odeon ever become 
free then we would call on our 
council to protect it from any 
future development plans other 
than those supporting its 
original design purpose, in 
other words cinema or theatre. 

We, the supporters of the 
campaign, would expect nothing 
less from Ashford council.

IT’S a film based on a controversial 
but much-loved book trilogy - with 
a young hero on a quest helped by 
brave souls in a world full of dark¬ 
ness, magic and mystical crea¬ 
tures. 

If this all sounds very Lord Of The Rings, it’s 
because New Line Cinema, the company 
which wagered its fortunes on the film ver¬ 
sion of Tolkien’s classic tomes, is doing the 
same again with a spectacular adaptation of 
the first novel in Philip Pullman’s His Dark 
Materials series. 

The Golden Compass is rumoured to be the 
most expensive movie ever made, with an 
estimated budget of more than £120 million. 

It stars Nicole Kidman and Daniel Craig, 
but the story really rests on the shoulders 
of a 13-year-old newcomer called Dakota 
Blue Richards, who plays Lyra Belacqua, 
a precocious child who finds herself caught 
up in a mystery of epic proportions.

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Celebrate Christmas in Calais

A CONTINENTAL Christmas is 
just an hour away as Calais cele¬ 
brates a joyeux noel with festive 
wine, food and fun. 

One of Europe’s largest roller coasters forms 
the centrepiece of the celebrations which have 
transformed the town over the holiday season. 

It was was put up on December 1 and is open 
until January 6, it is in position outside the his¬ 
toric town hall. 

A Christmas parade took place at the week¬ 
end, which marked the latest stage in the festiv¬ 
ities which commenced on the last day of 
November, when the Christmas lights were 
switched on. 

Starting at the Place Crevecoeur and finishing 
in the Place d’Armes, spectators watched a fire 
and light show as gypsy horsemen galloped by 
and traditional music played. 

Refreshments were provided at the finale with 
the local delicious chicken soup - a speciality of 
the nearby village of Licques - top of the menu. 

The last few days have also seen a spectacu¬ 
lar circus called Zavata come to the town, 
which featured clowns, jugglers and other per¬ 
formers. 

A special children’s village opens on 
Saturday, which is created out of timber. 
Attractions include a roundabout, fishing for 
ducks and a skittle alley There is also a creche 
for younger children. 

Also, from Saturday a land train’ will take vis¬ 
itors across the town and drop them off at vari-

ous attractions. And for those with romance in 
mind, a horse drawn carriage is another option 
to see the sights. 

A spokesman for the town said: “This is the 
biggest Christmas extravaganza we have ever 
seen in Calais. We are really looking forward to 
welcoming our English friends and showing 
what we have to offer. 

“For a long time, Calais has been associated 
with a quick trip across to bring back wine and 
beer - but there is so much more here. There is 
history, the local countryside and some very 
smart restaurants, bars and hotels. 

(t We also have a huge range of shops selling 


the best of local produce - meats, cheeses, wines 
and handicrafts. 

“This is our opportunity to showcase what we 
have to offer and give people the chance to 
appreciate a truly French Christmas just an 
hour away from the shores of England.” 

In France, Christmas is a time for family and 
for generosity, marked by family reunions, gifts 
and candy for children, gifts for the poor, 
Midnight Mass, and le Reveillon. 

In northern France, the Christmas season 
begins on 6 December, la fete de Saint Nicolas. 

The country also has its own unique 
Christmas traditions. 

French children put their shoes in front of the 
fireplace, in the hopes that Pere Noel will fill 
them with gifts. Candy, fruit, nuts, and small 
toys will also be hung on the tree overnight. 

In 1962, a law was passed decreeing that all 
letters written to Santa would be replied to with 
a postcard. When a class writes a letter, each 
student gets a response. 

And this being France, food is very much on 
the menu, with traditional turkeys and goose 
featuring as the main course, with the local 
pureed crab a particular Calais delight. 

Delicious desserts include La buche de Noel 
(Yule log), made of chocolate and chestnuts. 
It represents the special wood log burned from 
Christmas Eve to New Year’s Day in the Perigord, 
which is a holdover from a pagan Gaul celebration. 

Also popular is La Galette des Rois (on 
Epiphany) - a round cake which is cut into 
pieces and distributed by a child, known as le 
petit roi or l’enfant soleil, hiding under the table. 
Whoever finds la feve - the charm hidden inside 
- is king or queen and can choose a partner.

I didn't want to be 
the next Ken Bartow

THERE are plenty of ways to be 
killed off in a soap, but being 
bludgeoned to death with a spanner 
by your on-screen daughter is pretty 
final. Such was the fate of actor 
Thomas Craig, who played Coronat¬ 
ion Street mechanic Tommy Harris, 
in 2005. 

“The initial contract was six months and I 
did two and a half years,” says the 44-year-old, 
who obviously holds no grudges. “It was their 
decision.” 

In fact, dying was something of a release for 
Thomas who admits that he never wanted to 
be a long-standing cast member. (t Who wants 
to be Ken Barlow?” he says. 

It gave the father-of-two the impetus to 
move onto other projects, notably the new 
series of Blue Murder, in which he stars 
opposite Caroline Quentin’s homely detective 
as a corrupt football agent. 

“There’s only half a dozen scenes, but it was 
a nice part,” he says, from the backseat of a 
London cab, where he is on his way (and late 
thanks to terrible traffic) to pick up his 
children from school. He concedes he can’t 
remember much of what he did in the show, 
other than “put on a nice suit and slick my 
hair”, since he filmed the programme back in 
May 

“He represents a young footballer who gets 
murdered,” he continues. “He’s in the mix, 
because he’s caught out lying to the police.” 

One suspects Thomas partly said yes 
because the role gave him a chance to talk 
about football, something he is more than

passionate about. Like his Corrie alter ego, he 
is a lifelong Sheffield Wednesday fan and tries 
to get to most games. 

“I’ve got two kids now, so I’ve got to pick and 
choose my games,” he says. In fact, although 
he acknowledges they are too young to fully 
comprehend the nature of fandom, he has 
been trying to slip a Wednesday shirt on them 
from time to time. “But my missus takes them 
off and tells me not to be stupid!” 

Although he never played to a competitive 
level, Thomas has indulged a fantasy to 
compete professionally courtesy of Sky’s 
reality show, The Match, in which he has 
taken part for the last three years. “I played 


centre half,” he remembers, proudly “It was 
fantastic - 52,000 people at St James’s Park.” 

While he may not have had the skill or pace 
to make it in footie, Thomas is enjoying an 
enviable career as an actor and doesn’t regret 
his decision to quit his previous job as a 
plumber. 

“I just got interested in it when I was about 
19 or 20,” he recalls. “I got involved in proper 
classes. The guy there said ‘do you fancy 
drama school?’ and I said yeah.” 

He went to the Academy Of Live And 
Recording Arts in London and after a three- 
year course found his way into the business as 
a supporting actor in shows like The Paradise 
Club, Casualty and Where The Heart Is. “My 
family thought I was crackers,” he says. “Until 
I started appearing on TV, they didn’t get it. 

“I’ve always had a career where I work and 
then I don’t work,” he explains matter-of- 
factly. “It feels like I’m not successful, but I’ve 
just been out in Canada for four months doing 
a TV show out there (the forthcoming 
Murdoch Mysteries). I’ve not worked for a 
month and now I feel like I’ll never work 
again!” 

Now is concentrating on the future and is 
particularly excited about the Canadian show, 
in which he plays a police chief. The 
programme is made by the people behind The 
State Within and will broadcast over there, 
before probably transferring to UKTV Drama 
next year. 

He’s also looking forward to Christmas, 
which means a lot to him. “The last two 
Christmases I’ve done panto,” he says. “But 
I’m not doing one this year, because I’ve not 
had a proper family Christmas for the past 
two years. This year it’s going to be good.”

GAPS in the market are few and 
far between. 

With that in mind, if you ever have a 
eureka moment and dream up a revolu¬ 


tionary new product, the chances are your 
brainwave has either already been invent¬ 
ed and mass produced, or it is an incredibly 
ridiculous idea. 

All of which makes the emergence of the Coco 
Diner more mind boggling. The restaurant, 
next to Gala Bingo in Chatham high street, is 
Kent’s first southern Indian restaurant. 


dover Calais 


While hundreds if not thousands of eateries 
have popped up across the county offering 
tikka massala’s and vindaloo’s, not one has 
thought of bringing the curry-loving English 
public a taste of some of India’s finest dishes. 

Enter Jinu Mathew, the restaurant’s propri¬ 
etor and front of house specialist. 

Mr Mathew said: “I have been working in 
the restaurant and catering field in 
London and India for the last decade. 
During all this period I noticed the mis¬ 
apprehensions in the Indian food sce¬ 
nario in the UK. 

“In the last half-century curry has 
become more traditionally English than 
English breakfast. But until recently, all 
the available dishes were based on a cou¬ 
ple of sauces, alternatively spiced up 
with chillies or cooled down with 
yoghurt. 

Authentic 

“The resulting concoctions are more 
often than not devoid of any relation¬ 
ship with food as eaten in India. 

“This sparked the concept of Coco Diner, 
where we are earnestly trying to repro¬ 
duce authentic and healthy southern 
Indian delicacies that are almost alien to 
your tongue.” 

As much as I wanted to protest at the 
notion of being sold on the food equivalent 
of watered-down beer, the facts were all 
there. 

I, like the majority of humble English 
folk, have been brought up on ‘Indian’ 
food, namely poppadums, curry, naan 
bread and pilau rice. 

The Coco Diner takes things much further. 

Drawing on the slow-cooking method of 
the southern states of Kerala, Tamil 
Nadu, Karnataka and Andhra Pradesh, 
the cuisine is non-greasy and is free of any 
unnatural colourings. 




The chefs use a mix of coconut and a combina¬ 
tion of spices to give each dish the unique south¬ 
ern flavour, which can be differentiated from 
any other region in India. 

Highlights on the menu include starter 
Erachi Cutlet, made up of minced lamb cutlets 
made with mashed cassava, chopped onions, 
coriander and mint and coated with bread¬ 
crumbs. 

Mains include Kori Gashi, a chicken breast 
dish sauteed in a paste of coconut and spices 
with fenugreek seeds, cinnamon and cumin, 
and Masala Dosa, a paper-thin rice pancake 
sandwiched with a filling of spicy potato. 

Two of the top breads to enjoy are Parotta, 
cooked on a griddle with plain flour dough with 
milk and egg, and Uthappam, a circular-shaped 
rice pancake with onion and tomato topping. 

Mr Mathew said: “Southern Indian cuisine is 
an unsung saga mostly due to its complexity 
and diversity. 

“Though each of the four states in the south has 
its own exotic cuisine, they have some unique 
regional and religious delicacies. 

“Our aim is to convey our passion for southern 
Indian cuisine in a way that gives customers a 
perspective on our quest for perfect ingredients, 
technique and a deep-seated desire to continue 
learning and evolving through old traditions and 
modern presentation.”

Agents join forces 
to help homeless 

THE UK’s estate agency industry is 
aiming to eradicate homelessness as it 
launches a new charitable organisation 
- the Estate Agency Foundation. 

Homelessness continues to be a seri¬ 
ous problem in the UK. 

In 2006, 173,000 households were 
declared as homeless or living in unac¬ 
ceptable conditions. Meanwhile, on any 
one night there are about 700 rough 
sleepers on UK streets. 

Peter Knight, chairman of Estate 
Agency Events, which founded the new 
body, said: ‘We desperately need to go 
right back to the roots of homelessness 
and work at eliminating the causes as 
well as helping those who are homeless. 

This will take considerable resources, 
but I believe that by working as a collec¬ 
tive we have a real opportunity to make 
changes.”

COUPLES are regarded as the most 
desirable tenants for landlords in the 
property investment sector, according to 
recent findings by the Mortgage Trust.

The survey found eight times as many peo¬ 
ple were worried about ostentatious exterior 
decorations as were worried about the interior.

Picanto makeover shows 
Kia has high ambitions

KIA’S Picanto city car star high¬ 
lights how far and fast the brand 
has come in a few years. 

It is now the ambitious Korean marque’s 
oldest car - despite being launched only three 
years ago. 

Nevertheless, it has had a midlife makeover to 
keep it at the forefront of affordable and reliable 
motoring and prices still start at just £5,995. 

But there are plenty of changes, most notice¬ 
able being frontal tweaks making it more 
rounded and less twee than before: new wings 
and bumper, bigger headlamps and wider 
grille - the corporate grin already worn by 
Ceed and Carens models. 

The interior was always robust and logical, 
but now has better materials and design, with 
a smart new steering wheel and integrated 
CD/MP3 system being tactile reminders of the 
quality hike. 

Model designations have been jazzed up too 
with Ice (from £6,995) as the trendy label 
for what should be the best-selling trim and, 
as the name suggests, the threshold for 
standard-fit air con. 


This model was chosen for the new-look car’s 
debut - the "base’ Picanto, Picanto 2 (from 
£6,795) and Picanto 3 flagship (£7,995) are not 
with us until January - and looks unbeatable at 
the price for driving quality and economy with 
five doors plus decent spec with air-conditioning. 

Despite compact dimensions and, therefore, 
a necessarily short wheelbase, the Picanto 
delivers a decent ride and drive. 

With just 64bhp from the mainstay 1.1-litre 
engine, it is never going to be a ball of fire - it 
takes 15 seconds to hit 60mph - but the car’s 
average of 50-plus mpg is far more relevant in 
this class. 

Those seeking even better economy will be 
interested in the January’s £5,995 entry 
model; the Picanto pure and simple has a 
61bhp 1.0-litre engine capable of averaging 
nearly 60mpg and runs on smaller 13-inch 
wheels for lower rolling resistance. 

With further weight-saving measures such 
as having just four seats, this has brought that 
model’s emissions down to just 117gms/km - 
good enough to get into the vehicle excise duty 
band-B and qualify for exemption under pro¬ 
posed London congestion charge revisions.

Hi-tech crime is given 
low priority, says forum 

BUSINESS leaders in computer securi¬ 
ty have criticised the Government’s 
efforts to tackle online crime. 

Members of the Corporate IT Forum, a 
body of information technology experts, 
have complained that, since a Govern¬ 
ment reshuffle of police units, e-crime 
against companies has been on the 
increase. 

Since the National High Tech Crime 
Unit was incorporated into the Serious 
Organised Crime Unit in 2006, local 
police forces have been given the job of 
dealing with complex online crimes - a 
task that security experts say they are 
under-trained and under resourced to 
deal with. 

David Roberts, chief executive of the 
Corporate IT Forum, said the resources 
allocated by the Home Office to tackle 
electronic crimes were not sufficient. 

“It’s a practical nonsense,” said Mr 
Roberts. 

“You can imagine the response an IT 
officer would get reporting a complex 
attack at their local police station - how 
is your local PC going to cope? 

“It’s a damning indictment of how little 
the Home Office understands 21st- 
century hi-tech crime.” 

The criticism comes after a series of 
security breaches involving Government 
information systems, the most serious of 
which was the loss by HM Revenue and 
Customs of computer disks containing 
the personal details about 25 million 
child benefit claimants. 

Wheels on the bus set 
to keep going round 

BUS company Stagecoach, which oper¬ 
ates services across the county, has 
reported a nine per cent increase its half- 
year profits and says that the long-term 
future for public transport prospects 
remain positive. 

Pre-tax profits rose to £84.6m in the 
six months to October 31, with revenues 
up to £82 lm. 

Stagecoach said increasing car conges¬ 
tion and a growing focus on environmen¬ 
tal issues would help to attract more 
passengers to its services, which also 
include trains. 

The company said it planned to spend 
£71m on 584 new buses across the UK in 
the immediate future.

ENERGY companies are exploit¬ 
ing some of society’s poorest peo¬ 
ple, according to an industry 
watchdog - which has accused 
them of being “morally bankrupt”. 

Customers with pre-payment meters are 
paying hundreds of pounds each year more 
than those with access to cheaper tariffs. 

The meters are most frequently used by peo¬ 
ple who do not have a bank account and can 
incur costs of more then £300 above the nor¬ 
mal annual rates for electricity and gas. 

Meanwhile, those who can pay by direct 
debit can save almost £200 a year on set fees, 
says Energywatch. 

Chief executive Allan Asher said: “That they 
should ramp up the rates and exploit those 
with no access to alternative payment meth¬ 
ods is morally bankrupt.” 

Industry regulator Ofgem said companies 
looked to install the meters when a customer 
had problems paying bills. 

They are most common in rented accommo¬ 
dation and nationally there are 3.5 million 
electricity meters and 2.2 million gas ones. 

Energywatch has also discovered the num¬ 
bers being installed are soaring year by year, 
with some 580,000 new ones set up last year. 

The group claims the industry is making 
close to £300 million a year in revenue from 
customers on the pre-payment meters. 

Recent figures reveal that between 2003 and 
2006 gas bills rose by a staggering 94 per cent 
and electricity costs by 60 per cent. 

Last year saw the average home charges top 
£1,000 for the first time. 

Mr Asher said: “Consumers without internet 
or banking facilities are excluded from better 
deals. These figures show that the welcome 
actions by some suppliers to combat fuel 


poverty are offset by the extra costs and poor¬ 
er service inflicted on those forced into prepay¬ 
ment charges. 

“Another industry where the poor are 
exploited is the personal credit market, where 
poorer people are forced to pay much higher 
rates of interest. Energy companies, who are 
providing essential-for-life services, should 
take no comfort from such a comparison.” 

But the body representing suppliers defend¬ 
ed the use of the meters saying they gave cus¬ 


tomers more control over the amount of ener- 
gy they use. 

Duncan Sedgwick, chief executive of the 
Energy Retail Association, said equalising tar¬ 
iffs would be “a blunt instrument to tackle a 
much more complex issue”. 

He claimed the real issue was how best to 
look after the interests of poor and vulnerable 
consumers, and a raft of measures were in 
place to do this, including grants for free insu¬ 
lation and financial help for those in debt.
